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Pay Promotion Board 
Starts Major Studies 


Y/ITH the completion this week of 

all preliminary work, the stage is 

set for the Inter-Departmental Pay- 

Promotion Board to begin its search 

for an acceptable plan of equalized pro- 
motion for the six services. 

Members of the various services will 
get together Tuesday morning for the 
second meeting of the full Board, and 
will probably stay in session a good 
part of the next two months. Tenta- 
tive bills have been drawn and one sin- 
gle plan or bill will be evolved, if pos- 
sible. 

As each service’s plan is tentative 
and is not regarded as a platform, to 
be stuck to at all costs, hope is held 
out that some sort of agreement can 
be reached by fair compromise on all 





sides. 

As each plan is merely a working 
one, just what they consist of has not 
been revealed, but it is considered 
likely that those of the Army, Navy, 
and Marine Corps, will approximate the 


provisions of their pending promotion 
bills. 
Rumor has it that the Army plan 


will follow Senate Bill No. 4, the Reed 
promotion measure which passed the 
Senate during the first session of the 
J7ist Congress, but which has been 
buried in the House Military Commit- 
tee ever since. That some changes will 
be made before an agreement is reached 
is considerably likely, but whether they 
will be of any great extent or not is 
highly conjecturable. 

The Navy, however, is pretty well 
agreed upon what it wants and any 
changes in their plan will be as a re- 
sult of discussion and compromise with 
the other services, and not because of 
a change in their own front. 

The basis of their promotion scheme, 


it is understood, is the Britten Bill, 
which passed the Senate last session 
and failed upon several occasions to 


pass the House, never coming to a vote, 
however.

Gen. De Witt Stresses 
“Unity Of Control” 


NECESSITY of cooperation between 

the military and business sides of 
national defense was emphasized by 
Maj. Gen. John L. De Witt, The Quar- 
termaster General, in his address at 
the opening exercises of the Army In- 
dustrial College in Washington, D. C., 
Sept. 3, 1930. 

“Any scheme of organization and ad- 
ministration of the supply system,” he 
said, “must be based upon and, if pos- 
sible, must be made to conform to the 
one and paramount requirement, i. e., 
the needs of the fighting troops.” 

“You cannot separate,” the Quarter- 
master General declared, “the closely 
articulated parts of a military organi- 
zation into so-called business and mili- 
tary activities controlled by separate 
authorities and have efficiency. They 
are inseparably connected and must be 
directed and controlled by the same 
authority. Any departure from this 
essential unity of control will separate 
the supply branches from the line for 
the efficient service of which they owe 
their existence, and for no other rea- 
son—an impossible situation from the 
standpoint of military efficiency.” 

Text of Speech 

Gen. De Witt’s speech follows 

I am very glad of the vpportunity of 
addressing the members of the Class 
of 1931 today, for I want to congratu- 
late you on your good fortune in hav- 
ing been selected to attend this course. 
Any ¢fficer who has, as the result of 
his past achievements, established such 
a record of efficiency as to compel his 
selection for attendance at the courses 
at our service schools is to be congratu- 
lated. The professional education of 
an officer is never complete. In the 
pursuit of such education, he can not 
hope to obtain the best results by duty 
with troops alone, by Staff or other 
details, or solely by attendance at any 
or all of the service schools. If he 
would be successful, he must take ad- 
vantage of all the means given, and all 
others, too, that may be offered him in 
a professional way. To be of the most 
value as an officer of the Army, he 
must not only keep abreast of his pro- 
fession at all times but he must do his 
part in activating progressive thought. 
One lesson of the many that were 
brought home to us clearly in the -last 
war is that an officer can not permit 
himself to stagnate in time of peace— 
to neglect the means of professional 
advancement offered him and, yet, hope 
to make good when war comes and he 
is called upon to shoulder the heavy re- 
sponsibility of leadership of men in 
battle or the equally heavy responsi- 
bility of the efficient performance of 
the Staff work necessary in the Zone 
of the Interior or Theater of War. 

You are doubly fortunate in being 
selected to attend this course because 
you are not only attending one of the 
most important and valuable courses 
available to an officer, but in addition 
and as a part of the course, you have 
the opportunity of observing and study- 
ing the organization and set-up of all 
the great Federal agencies that, in the 
event of mobilization for war, must 
play a part in initiating and maintain- 
ing the supply otf the military and na- 
val forces created to meet the emer- 
gency. The problems you will have te 
deal with are tangible and concrete, 
based upon an existing and expanding 
industrial set-up that has no counter- 
part, as to scope or potential war 
strength in the world today. Further- 
more, in the consideration of the ques- 
tions that arise in the solution of these 
problems, you will be associated with 
officers of our sister service, the Navy, 
a proper conception of the require 
ments of which is essential to a com-

VERTHROW of the government in Peru by revolutionists, following so close 
upon the heels of the revolution in Bolivia, and accompanied by threatened 
outbursts in Argentine, in Brazil and in Cuba, has been much discussed by 
American newspapers. Some of the writers are much alarmed and lay the 
situation to the bad economic conditions in South America. Others regard 
the troubles in Brazil and Cuba as of no account and express the opinion that 
President Irigoyen’s difficulties in the Argentine have been brought about by 
his inability to cooperate with anyone; Bolivia and Peru they account for by 
entirely local reasons. The career of Leguia, whose rule in Peru was interrupted 
after 11 years as President, comes in for much comment. He is conceded by 
practically all writers to have been a good ruler despite the fact that he was 
a dictator. 


HE EXTRAORDINARY precautions taken by President Irigoyen of Ar- 

gentina to forestall an attack upon himself and his government have 
had an adverse effect upon Argentine securities in world markets,” The Wash- 
ington Post (Independent) says. “Buenos Aires as well as the outside world is 
mystified by the president’s moves. Some of the leading men of that capital 
deprecate the massing of troops and police, believing that it unnecessarily 
disturbs the people and impairs the prestige of the republic. Nevertheless, it 
is generally believed that President Irigoyn has good rason to fear that rev- 
olationists are plotting against his life. 

“Disorders in Cuba are included in the list 
magnified into ‘revolution’ by imaginative correspondents. The stability of 
the Cuban government is not affected by the scal disorders. The island is un- 
dergoing a severe economic depression in consequence of the overproduction 
of sugar, but President Machado is energetically at work on the problem and 
is supported by the strongest elements in the country. Patience and loyal sup- 
port of his administration by all citizens are required in this crisis. The United 
States Government is cooperating with the Cuban Government in devising 
means of alleviating the situation. The new parcel post convention between 
the two countries affords some relief to Cuba.”

RREYOND taking steps toward the release of Harold B. Grow, a lieutenant 
commander in the United States Naval Reserve, who was recently cap- 
tured by Peruvian revolutionists, our State Department is remaining passive 
in its attitude toward the new military regime so suddenly set up by Lt. Col. 
Luis Y. Sanchez Cerro in Peru,” remarks the Boston Evening Transcript (In- 
dependent Republican). “Cerro now holds complete sway in his country. Gen.

that seems to be the gist of the matter.”

“Seldom 
in Spanish countries do mobs overthrow a government. Dictators rule through 
armies. On the surface there are no signs that the cause of democratic gov- 
ernment in Peru is particularly advanced by the new order, though for an 
element to arise in the country able to overthrow Leguia is a step forward. 
The President ruled with a high hand, whatever benefits he may have scattered, 
and many men of independent thought were exiled by him. Perhaps they will 
soon be returning. But possibly Leguia also may soon return after Peru tries 
out the policies of his rivals. He has become a sort of habit, and in political 
force and political sagacity has shown himself the ablest man in Peru.” 


66@ UCCESSFUL revolution in Bolivia and Peru and rumblings of political 
revolt in Argentine and Brazil demonstrate a condition of widespread un- 
rest in South America,” states the New York Herald-Tribune (Independent Re- 


publican). “The Bolivian overthrow, nearly bloodless and apparently hardly 
disturbing to the country’s tranquillity, was clearly political in origin.

ganizer, undoubtedly had its power of suggestion in neighboring countries, 
where dissatisfaction with political and economic conditions were much deeper. 

“In Argentina Dr. Hipolito Irigoyen, the 77-year-old leader of the Radical 
party, who in the last Presidential election put to rout a coalition of the Con- 
servatives and the anti-Irigoyen Radicals, has slipped back tremendously. This 
silent and self-contained statesman, a former schoolmaster, has been unwill- 
ing to share responsibility and power with others. His policy of non-coop- 
eration has led to an administrative deadlock. * * * Above all, the general 
economic depression has hit Argentina hard and political antagonisms have 
been inflamed by business distresses. Irigoyen, the former idol of the Ar- 
gentine masses, is now depending on machine guns to defend himself against 
violence and assassination. 

“The demonstrations in Rio Grande do Sul probably mean little to 
quillity in the rest of Brazil. This extreme southern state is chronically 
bulent, but too far removed from the center of Brazilian activities to disturb 
them unduly. The trouble reported there may be just a locale bullition, sig- 
nificant only by coincidence of popular uneasiness in South American countries 
whose exports have been curtailed in amount and have fallen sharply in price 
because of a slackening world demand for them. 

“Business depression armed Leguia’s enemies with a weapon before which 
he was powerless. It may compel Irigoyen to quit, or at least to come out of 
his strange isolation. It will perhaps get on the nerves of other South Amer- 
ican Presidents, for most of them realize that a revolutionist movement with 
real economic annoyances behind it is far more formidable than any purely 
political or military conspiracy could be. Dictators or near-dictators ride un- 
easily when the specter of hard times rides behind them.”

'I’ESTS have recently been made with 

slow-burning smoke candles by the 
Department of Experiment, under the 
direction of the Infantry Board, at the 
Infantry School, Ft. Benning, Ga. Two 
candles were experimented with, the 
E2R1 and the E2R2. Of the two, the 
E2R2 was found to be.more satisfac- 
tory, however, its further development 
has been recommended due to the fact 
that the for a period 
of only 35 seconds, 
which was considercd inadequate. Be- | 
fore smoke produced the candle 
burned for and another 
six seconds were required before it at- 
tained its best productive rate. 

In the report of the experiments, it 
was recommended that the filler be im- 
proved to obtain a greater volume of 
smoke for the initial concealment and 
the smoke flow be increased two min- 
utes or longer.

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Signal Corps School 

Ft. Monmouth, N. J.—Under the su- 
pervision of Col. A. S. Cowan, the en- 
tire course of instruction in The Signal 
School has been the subject of a de- 
tailed study which will result in a 
material improvement in the results 
obtained. Many changes and improve 
ments have been made in the course 
during the past year which insure that 
both the course and method of instruc- 
tion more nearly meet the requirements 
of the service 

Included in these changes is a change 
in the instruction in Cryptography. 
Since Communication officers and com- 
pany officers of the Signal Corps will 
infrequently be called upon te solve 
codes and ciphers it has been consid- 
ered unnecessary to continue the in- 
struction in this phase of the subject. 
The instruction in the future will be 
limited to that which is essential to 
the activities of Message Center per- 
sonnel in the cryptographing and de- 
eryptographing of messages. 

Past experience has indicated the de- 
sirability of including a brief period 
of instruction in the methods, means, 
capabilities and limitations of visual 
signalling and messenger training.

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Army JAG Opinions 
FORMER captain, Quartermaster 
Corps, ORC, made application to 
the Veterans’ Bureau for retirement 
under the provisions of the Emergency 
Officers’ Retirement Act, based prin- 
cipally upon an injury suffered on Nov. 
7, 1917. He accepted the appointment 
in the Reserve on Oct. 3, 1917, and was 
discharged from the Regular Army Oct. 
15, 1917, as a quartermaster sergeant. 
His appointment was to become effec- 
tive upon commencement of travel to 
another station of duty, however, 
he was detained at his former station 
as a captain, QM-ORC, inactive duty 
until Dec. 21, 1917, and employed by 
the Government as a civilian account- 
ant to complete certain work. 

The Judge Advocate General’s de- 
partment holds he did not enter upon 
an active status as a Reserve officer 
under any of the several orders men- 
tioned until he proceeded, on Dec. 22, 
1917, and that from Oct. 16 to Dec. 21, 
1917, his status was that of an officer 
of the Officers’ Reserve Corps on an 
inactive status. His discharge from his 
enlistment did not operate to place him 
in an active duty status as a Reserve 
officer pursuant to the offcer’s orders 
of Oct. 16, 1917. 


The JAGD was asked for an opinion 
as to whether a sergeant who owned 
and operated a gasoline filling station, 
in which he employed two men, was in 
violation of Section 35 of the National 
Defense Act. 

The JAG advised that so far as this 
in no way interfered with the soldier’s 
regular duties the showing made does 
not indicate that his action involves 
a violation of Section 35 of the National 
Defense Act.

Signal Tracer Tests 

S A result of recent experiments 
. with caliber .45 tracer ammunt- 
tion as a signalling agency, the Chief 
of Infantry has authorized 2,000 rounds 
each of red and green ammunition to 
be given the 29th Infantry for trials 


is their field exercises and maneuvers. 

This is the fourth test conducted 
with the caliber .45 tracer ammunition 
and it was again proved that at night 
it is a very useful means of communi- 


cation between small units to transmit 
prearranged signals. 
The red color produced better re- 


sults than the green, it was found that 
its average trace was 800 yards against 
590 yards of the green. The trace of 
the red ammunition was seconds 
while the green was 2.6 seconds. 
These signals were easily seen and dis- 
tinguished at a distance of 1,000 yards 
at night; however, on a bright day 
they could hardly be distinguished at 
more than 200 yards.

FRANCE CONSIDERING ADOPTING PROFESSIONAL ARMY 


‘OMPLETE reorganization of the French Army, going over to a professional 
C military establishment rather than their present conscript system is being 
seriously considered in French political circles, press dispatches from abroad this 
week state. The aggressive attitude taken of late by Germany, for revision of 
the Treaty of Versailles has brought about a number of searching criticisms of 
the French system of national defense, and it seems to be the opinion of many 
military chiefs that there is much to be desired in the way of reform. This was 
the situation when the semi-official organ of the government, the Temps, came 


out this week bluntly in favor of complete reorganization of the Army. Only a 
few days previous War Minister Maginot stated that the military estimates for 
the next year would be increased ¢nd a new system of national defense was being 
studied by the Minist y of War. The change contemplated, it is said, is a switch 


from the present conscript Army with its one-year military service for every 


able-bodied young man a professional Army. This view is along the lines of 
the statement made recently by General von Seeckt, former Commander-in-Chief 
of Germany’s post-war military forces that the professional Army imposed upon 
Germany by the Versaill Treaty “is the type of Army best adapted to a war 


of the future.’

M AJ. GEN. BRIANT H. WELLS, formerly deputy chief of staff who re- 

ently relinquished that post to take command of the First Division at Ft. 
Hami ite on, N. Y., was this week relieved of that assignment and given com- 
mand of the Hawaiian Division. Maj. Gen. Edwin B. Winans, now in Hawaii, 
will upon completion of his tour of foreign service, return to the United States 
and take command of the Eighth Corps Area. Maj. Gen. Malin Craig originally 
was slated to succeed Maj.

Retired Men in Hospitals 
ETIRED enlisted men of the Navy 
and Marine Corps and transferred 
members of the Fleet Naval and Fleet 
Marine Corps Reserves who are ad- 
mitted to naval hospitals on their own 


application and without reference to 
the Veterans’ Bureau are not entitled 
to be considered as “veterans” and the 
75 cents a day for hospital rations 
must be deducted from their retired or 
retainer pay. This is the effect of a 


ruling made by the Comptroller Gen- 
eral in response to a request from the 
Secretary of the Navy. 

“May retired entisted men,” the Sec- 
retary asked, “of the Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps and transferred members of 
the Rleet Naval Reserve and Fleet Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve, transferred thereto 
after 16 or more years’ service, be ad- 
mitted to a naval hospital on their own 
application without reference to the 
Veterans’ Bureau, without deduction 
from their retired pay or retainer pay 
the sum of 75 cents per day for hos- 
pital rations?” 

The act of June 11, 1930, provides: 

“That retired enlisted men of the 
Navy and Marine Corps and trans- 
ferred thereto after 16 or more years’ 
service, shall be considered to be vete- 
rans within the meaning of the laws 
relating to hospitalization under the 
Veterans’ Bureau, and shall be entitled 
to medical treatment or hospitalization 
at all Government hospitals without 
deduction from their retired pay or 
retainer pay of the sum of 75 cents per 
day for hospital rations while in a 
Government hosiptal.” 

To controvert the provisions of the 
act of June 11, 1930, the Comptroller 
quoted Section 4812, Revised Statutes, 

“For every Navy officer, seaman, or 
marine admitted into a Navy hospital, 
the institution shall be allowed on ra- 


tion per day during his continuance 
therein, to be deducted from the ac- 
count of the United States with such 


officer, seaman, or marine.” 
“In the annual appropriation act for 


the Navy,” the Comptroller said, 
under ‘Bureau of Supplies and Ac- 
counts—Pay Subsistence and Trans- 
portation of Naval Personnel” sub- 


heading ‘Subsistence of Naval Person- 
nel’ for the fiscal year 1930, 45 Stat. 
1460, funds are appropriated:

“The right to a ration was with- 
drawn as to most officers of the Navy 
in 1899 and as to all officers of the 
Navy in 1908. Officers are, therefore, 
required to pay or be charged in their 
accounts 75 cents per day when pa- 
tients in naval hospitals. Enlisted men 
of the Navy or Marine Corps on the 
active list, being entitled to rations in 


kind, when sick in hospital their ra- 
tions are commuted and paid to the 
naval hospital fund under the fore-

HE EXPOSURE by the Hearst newspapers of the Franco-British Naval Pact 

of 1928, which was aimed directly at the United States, caused its abrogation, 
as a result of an American outburst of indignation. The responsibility for this 
act of patriotic journalism was accepted squarely by William Randolph Hearst. 
That he rendered a highly valuable service to his country and that he brought 
about the cancellation of an agreement which was disturbing to world peace, 
Americans came to realize. In expelling him from France on the ground that 
he was “hostile” to that Nation as evidenced by his publication of the pact, 
the French government not only expressed its chagrin at the exposure of its 
secret arrangement against the United States, but flaunted its contempt for 
American opinion back of the publisher and his action. Mr. Hearst treated the 
incident as it deserved, issuing a statement, which, for biting irony, we have 


seen excelled. We feel, however, that the matter should not be allowed 


never 
to rest. The French and other foreign nations should be made to understand 
that the American press is not a mere instrumentality for the dissemination of 


their propaganda; that it is argus eyed for information bearing upon the welfare 
and happiness of the American people, and that, in the performance of this 
service, it is not to be subjected to arbitrary punishment. If the State Depart- 
ment legalists hold that the French government is within its rights in regarding 
Mr. Hearst as an “undesirable alien,” the President should find it convenient to 
show his disapproval by granting an indefinite leave of absence to Ambadsador 
Edge and maintaining a Charge d’Affairs in Paris for some little time. 


@ PEAKING OF FRANCE, we join with the authorities and the people generally 
e in congratulating that country upon the production «f such daring aviators 
as Coste and Bellonte. Their flight westward across the Atlantic will stand out 
in the history of aviation alongside of the eastward crossing made by our own 
Lindbergh. It is a matter of regret that at the time these intrepid pilots were

in Labor Day parades last Monday 
throughout the nation And the sol 
diers were there by invitation and right 
as is well pointed out in a statement 
issued this week by the Army Recruit 
ing Publicity Bureau 


“Each Labor Day in the United 
States,” the statement points out, “only 
serves to emphasize the part which our 
Army plays with the American work- 
ingman. Throughout the land on the 
first Monday in September, as Labor 
martials its forces for the time-honored 
parade up the main thoroughfare, sol- 
diers of the Regular Army are invari- 
ably found at the head of the column. 

“These soldiers take part in Labor’s 
parade by invitation. They march 
willingly and are proud of their per- 
sonal military bearing and of their 
organization. 

“The man in the uniform of a Reg- 
ular is in the Labor Day parade by 
right. The soldier is a gainfully em- 
ployed American citizens. He is a part 
of a vast organization with more than 
100,000 names on its pay roll. 

“The soldier's job is an important 
one. It is the provision of national 
security without which our national 
development, material or spiritual, 
would be impossible. What the soldier 
produces is imponderable, it takes im- 
agination to visualize it; but he is 
not alone in this regard. A member 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
Neers produces something which we 
call transportation. We can the 
results of it, we can see its agencies, 
the heavy trains as they vanquish the 
miles, but the thing itself is intangible. 

“Similarly the man or woman en- 
rolled in the Musicians’ Union pro- 
vides us with the pleasure and satis- 
faction of beautiful music, but the 
commodity he or she dispenses can not 
be isolated and nailed up in a crate. 
In like manner the security which is 
the soldier’s product is something that 
we do not see but which is absolutely 
necessary to our national existence. 

“As an American, as a wage earner, 
and as a producer, the United States’ 
Army man marches in the Labor Day 
parade by right.”

’was attended by a large audience of 
naval officials and shipbuilding com- 
pany representatives. Th event 
marked the first time in American 
naval history that proposals have been 
opened for an aircraft carrier. The 
present aircraft carriers afloat origi- 
nally were designed as other than car- 
riers; they include the Saratoga and 
the Lexington, designed originally as 


battle cruisers, and the Langley, 
formerly a collier. 

The new carrier was authorized by 
Act of Congress Feb. 13, 1929. It was 
to be undertaken, under terms of the 
Act, prior to June 30, 1930, to cost, 
including armor and armament, not to 
exceed $19,000,000. The Act provided 
that if the construction were not under 
taken in the above time limit, that 
work might be undertaken in next 
succeeding fiscal year. 

Under the Washington Treaty, the 
United States is allotted 135,000 tons 
of aircraft carriers. The new carrier 
is designed to displace 13,300 tons. The 
USS Saratoga and Lexington place 
33,000 tons each, and these, with Air- 
craft Carrier No. 4, will bring the 
United States’ total to 79,800 ton »f 
earriers. USS Langley, considered an 
experimental carrier, may be replaced 
at any time, and is not included in 
the above tonnage total 

Appropriations for the new aircraft 
carrier totalling $600,000 in last 
fiscal year, and $3,450,000 for the cur- 


rent year, have been provided by Con- 


gress. It is estimated that the new 
carrier will be completed in about three 
years from date of awarding tl yn

clearly indicates that in a war of any 
magnitude the extent and character 
of the industrial effcert will be dictated 
and character of the 
military effort, the former being de- 
pendent upon and of necessity made to 


by the extent 


conform to the latter. In other 
words, the industrial effort of the 
country is created for but one pur- 
pose—the supply of the _ military 


establishment, created or enlarged to 
meet the military situation existing 
or foreseen. Therefore, it follows that 
the military effort is limited, initially, 
by the extent to which steps have 
been taken and plans laid to make the 
industrial and _ material resources 
available for war needs in the manner 
best suited to meet mobilization and 
operation plans. In other words, these 
two great subdivisions of the  na- 
tional effort are so interrelated and 
interwoven in their purposes as to 
form an entity incapable of efficient 
action if either part thereof is per- 
mitted independence of action. 
Two Vital Elements 

The organization of any army con- 
taining its two elements—one for com- 
bat and one for maintenance of com- 
bat—is for the purpose of providing 
for the same subdivision of effort that 
must exist in the nation. The result 
is that the activities of those elements 
which serve are, or should be, such 
that the needs of the fighting ele- 
ments can be definitely met. This 
subdivision of the Army establishment 
has brought about the creation of 
certain services, each charged with the 
supply of a classification or grouping 
of articles or means needed by troops, 
this classification or grouping being 
such as to permit of the accumulation 
and issue of supplies according to the 
special use for which they are intend- 
ed and for which they are needed by 
the troops. Each of the services or 
branches charged with the supply of 
any particular classification of arti- 
cles is headed by an officer selected 
because of his special technical knowl- 
edge of such articles or means and 
their use, in order that responsibility 
can be placed to insure that articles 
or means of the character and type 
required are available in the quanti- 
ties prescribed and are in condition 


for use when needed. 
A war is won by those elements of 
the army, trained, organized and 


equipped to fight. Al! other elements 
of the army and all other efforts are 
organized for, brought about and their 
operation controlled by the extent and 
character of the military operations. 

Therefore, to be efficient, any sys- 
tem of supply in war, any scheme of 
organization and administration of the 
supply system, must be based upon, 
and, if possible, must be made to 
conform to, the one and paramount 
requirement—i. e., the needs of the 
fighting troops. 

Units Inseparable 

The above has been set forth in an 
attempt to show that if the supply of 
troops is to be such as to meet their 
needs, it must be controlled by the 
same authority that controls the 
troops. In other words, you can not 
separate the closely articulated parts 
of a military organization into so- 
called business and military activities 
controlled by separate authorities and 
have efficiency. They are inseparably 
connected and must be directed and 
controlled by the same authority. 
Any departure from this essential 
unity of control will separate the sup- 
ply branches from the line for the 
efficient service of which they owe 
their existence, and for no other rea-

To Promote Pharmacists 
RRECOMMENDATIONS for advance- 

ment to the rating of chief phar- 
mate have been’ requested 
from commanding officers of the Navy 
by the Bureau of Navigation, with the 
view of placing on Feb. 1, 1931, a num- 
ber of men upon the eligible list for 
promotion to that rating. 

Although the exact number of men 
to be placed upon the eligible list will 
not be determined until that time, it 
is estimated that the names of approxi- 
maely 55 men will be needed to meet 
prospective vacancies for the year be- 
ginning Feb. 1, 1931. 

All commanding officers both ashore 
and afloat have been authorized to 
forward recommendations direct to the 
Bureau of Navigation, via the Bureau 
of Medicine and Surgery, and _ not 
through the hands of the command- 
ers Of major sub-divisions of the 
Fleet. 

Regulations requiring examinations 
to be held within one month of date 
of recommendation are waived in the 
present case, and examinations held 
at any time during the period Feb. 1 
1930, to Feb. 1, 1931, will be accepted. 

In no case will the requirement of 
one year’s sea service in the rating of 
pharmacist’s mate first class be 
waived, the Bureau states. Recom- 
mendations should be forwarded as 
soon as practicable, and must reach the 
Bureau of Medicine and Surgery not 
later than Feb. 1, 1931.

In support of what I have just said, 
I wish to quote an extract from : 
paper prepared by Gen. Charles G. 
Dawes in 1918, as the result of his 
experience as General Purchasing 
Agent, American Expeditionary 
Forces: 

“The current criticism of army 
organization is based largely upon 
the assumption that it ignores 
certain fundamental principles of 
normal business organization, 
which should be applied to the 
business system of an army, not 
withstanding that the ultimate 
purpose of an army’s existence 
is military, as distinguished from 
‘business, success. The conven- 
tional view of the army purchase 
and supply system, held by the 
non-military business man, is that 
the system of independent depart- 
menta! purchase is a failure, be- 
cause, while it is susceptible to an 
outside coordinating control, this 
control is not accomplished, as in 
the normal business organization, 
by a compiete centralization of 
purchase and supply through one 
agency acting for the army as a 
whole. The argument of the busi- 
ness man is that if all purchas- 
ing and supply activities were 
centralized in one distinct army 
department, created to supply all 
other branches of the _ service, 
there would be obviated competi- 


tion among the various depart 
ments, piecemeal and wasteful 
purchases, loose methods, insuffi- 


cient estimation of forward collec- 
tive needs, and many other ob- 
jections now incident to some ex- 
tent to the present system. It is 
contended that the needs of an 
army and their satisfaction will 
be better ascertained and accom 
plished by a central body, having 
always the bird’s-eye view of the 


situation, and that equally satis- 
factory results will not be inci- 
dent to any method of central 


control reached through a coordi- 
nation of independent agencies 
It was with this belief that I took 
up my duties as General Purchas- 
ing Agent of the American Ex- 
peditionary Force * * * 

* * My idea, as that of 
many other business men, had 
been that the laws of the United 
States which so jealously guarded 
the independent right of purchase 
and supply in departments of the 
service, was on our statute books 
as a result of a lack of business 
knowledge and foresight on the 
part of legislators, instead of its 
being as it is, the logical, legiti 
mate and necessary evolution of 
thousands of years of actual mili- 
tary experience. Now, after six 
months in time of war, in a pecu- 
liar position relative to army pur- 
chase and supply activities such 
as does not exist in the British, 
French or other army, so far as 
I know. I am prepared to say that 
any change in _ legislation § or 
War Department regulation de- 
signed to bring the organization 
of army purchase and _ supply 
more nearly into accord with the 
principles of modern business or- 
ganization, should provide an 
agency of supervising coordina 
tion, which, while it will permit 
the apnvlication of rigid business 
principles under normal condi 
tions, will not take away from in- 
dependent departments the right 
of purchase and supply, especially 
luring the time of actual military 
activity, the preservation of such 


independent powers being abso- 

lutely essential at times to mili- 

tary success, which of course is 

the ultimate object of the whole 
system.” 

What I want to bring to your at 
ter is that the “Agency of Super 
visi Coordination,” advocated by 
Gen. Dawes as necessary to the proper 


functioning of the system of military 
supply, was created by the Act of 


June 4, 1920, as the office of the As 
sistant Secretary of War In connec 
tion with this quotation, I suggest 
that you read the entire paper pre 
pared by Gen. Dawes, as it is most 
instructive 

May I remind you that it is of first
